AGRICULTURAL  ACHIEVEMENTS  AND 
CONTRIBUTIONS  OF  BLACKS

The  contributions  of  blacks  to  this 
nation's  rich  and  strong  agricultural 
heritage  is  we  1 1 -documented.  Black 
History  Month  (February)  has  been  set 
aside  to  acknowledge  some  of  these 
contributions.  Until  recently  little 
was  known  about  black  agricultural 
achievements  and  contributions  with  the 
exception  of  those  of  George  Washington 
Carver.  But  in  the  last  few  years 
several  new  and  important  publications 
(bibliographies,  research  guides, 
surveys,  and  histories)  have  been 
written,  bringing  to  light  the  many 
achievements  of  blacks  in  agricultural 
history. 

The  novice  may  very  well  begin  with  a 
brief  chapter  by  Calvin  L.  Beale 
entitled  "The  Black  American  in  Agri- 
culture" in  The  Black  American 
Reference  Book,  edited  by  Mabel  M. 

Smyth  (Englewood  Cliffs,  Prentice  Hall, 
1976).  Beale  discusses  both  the  black 
farmers  and  the  farmhand  from  an 
historical  and  sociological  point  of 
view,  and  includes  a section  on  the 
characteristics  of  farmers  and  the 
future  role  of  Black  Americans  in

She  is  currently 
writing  a book  on  autobiography  by 
black  American  wonen.

agriculture.  He  does,  of  course, 
mention  the  accomplishments  of  Booker 
T.  Washington  "whose  ideas  dominated 
black  agricultural  thinking  for  at 
least  two  generations,"  George 
Washington  Carver  "his  generation's 
foremost  black  scientist,"  and  T.  M. 
Canbe 1 1 "the  first  black  demonstration 
specialist."  He  also  mentions  the 
Tuskegee  Institute  and  its  influence  on 
black  agriculture.  This  is  an 
interesting  and  useful  survey. 

For  the  student  who  wants  to  go  a 
little  further  The  Negro  in  the  United 
States:  A Selected  Bibliography, 
compiled  by  Dorothy  R.  Porter, 

Librarian  of  the  Negro  Collection, 

Howard  Uni  vers i ty  (Washington,  Library 
of  Congress,  1970)  is  an  excellent  book 
to  examine.  The  emphasis  of  this 
bibliography  is  on  recent  books  in  the 
collection  of  the  Library  of  Congress, 
and  covers  reference  sources,  guides  and 
indexes,  history,  business  and 
economics.  It  is  especially  useful  for 
its  list  of  collective  and  individual 
biographies  of  important  black 
individuals,  for  example:  The  Black  Man, 
His  Antecedents,  His  Genius  and  His 
Achievements  by  Wi  Ilian  W.  Brown;  Short 
Biographical  Sketches  of  Eminent  Negro 
Men  and  Women  in  Europe  and  the  United 
States,  with  Brief  Extracts  from  their 
Writings  and  Public  Utterance,  by  John 
E.  Bruce;  The  Life  and  Adventures  of 


James  P.  Beckworth , edited  by  T.  D. 

Donon;  Harriet  Tubman,  the  Moses  of  Her 
People,  by  Sarah  Bradford;  and  The 
Story  of  "80  John, " A Biography  of  One 
of  the  Most  Respected  Negro  Ranchmen  in 
the  Old  West,  by  Hettye  Branch.  Dozens 
of  other  individual  bibliographies  of 
important  individual  black  men  and 
women  are  also  cited. 

Another  excellent  and  comprehensive 
publication  related  more  directly  to 
agriculture  is  entitled  Black  Agri- 
culturists in  the  United  States 
1865-1973 : An  Annotated  Biblio- 
ography,  by  Irwin  Weintraub  (Univer- 
sity Park,  Pa.,  The  Pennsylvania  State 
University  Libraries,  Bibliographical 
Series,  No.  7,  1976).  This  bibliography 
cites  over  a thousand  items  covering 
books,  periodicals,  newspaper  articles, 
and  a government  documents.  And,  as  Wein- 
traub notes,  "Agricultural  historians, 
rural  sociologists,  students  of  Black 
Studies,  and  other  researchers  who  are 
interested  in  the  social  structure  of 
American  agriculture  will  find  the 
bibliography  an  important  source  for 
locating  essential  material."  Again,  as 
any  annotated  bibliography  this  work 
cites  numerous  individual  works  covering 
Negro  life  and  history,  cultural, 
aesthetic,  and  scientific  accomplishments. 

To  find  out  who's  who  among  con- 
temporary blacks,  a new  and  current 
publication  will  be  very  useful: 

Who's  Who  Among  Black  Americans, 

1977-1978.  This  work  cites 
approximately  13,500  living  black 
individuals  working  in  such 
occupations  as  accounting  and 
auditing,  communications,  engineer- 
ing, government,  library  science, 
agriculture,  farming,  conservation,

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education,  and  veterinary  medicine.  No 
field  of  human  endeaver  is  excluded.  Names 
such  as  Walter  Bradshow,  Stella  Marrs,  and 
Dorothy  Smith,  stand  out  in  Conservation; 
Roscoe  Adams,  SheJIy  Bailey,  and  David 
Braithwaite  in  Engineering.  Among 
scientists  Shirely  Malcom,  Alston  Meade, 
Curtis  Porter,  and  Joseph  Wiles  are  listed. 

These  are  just  a few  of  the  many  refer- 
ence works  available  in  the  National 
Agricultural  Library,  Be Itsville,  Md.  The 
Library  of  Congress  has  over  2,000  books  on 
Negros  and  Blacks.  Information  is  readily 
available  to  the  student  of  Black  history  on 
such  achievers  as  Lewis  Adams,  a self- 
educated  craftsman;  cowboys  such  as  Henry 
Beckwith,  Emanuel  Organ,  and  Bill  Pichett; 
important  early  black  farmers  such  as  James 
A.  Fields,  also  a Virginia  attorney  (1887); 
Joseph  Weaver,  a teacher  and  farmer  from 
North  Carolina;  Henry  C.  Edmunds,  a live- 
stock farmer  f rom  Vi rgi nia;  or  important 
leaders  such  as  Frederick  Douglas,  a leader 
in  the  abolition  movement;  Nat  Turner,  the 
most  famous  of  slave  rebels;  W.  E.  B. 

DuBois,  editor  of  Crisis  magazine  and  an 
early  leader  in  the  NAACP;  Marcus  Garry,  a 
black  nationalist  of  the  1920';  and  of 
course,  Martin  Luther  King  and  Malcolm  X in 
our  national  libraries  resources.  lQg>

Earning  his  way  through 
high  school  and  college, 
McCollun  received  his  B.A. 
(1903)  and  M.A.  (1904)  fro-n 
the  University  of  Kansas 
and  his  Ph.D.  (1906)  fron 
Yale  University.  A fam 
boy  fron  Kansas,  McCollun 
went  on  to  becone  a pioneer 
in  nodern  nutrition  by 
discovering  in  1913  the 
inportant  role  played  by 
Vitanin  A in  growth,  reproduction,  night  vision,  and  the  prevention  of  blindness. 

In  1922,  McCollun  also  discovered  Vitanin  D.  He  won  international  scientific 
recognition  not  only  for  his  discoveries  of  Vitanins  A and  D but  also  for  his 
experinental  nethods  of  researching  trace  eienents  in  food  and  body  tissue. 

Through  teaching,  public  service,  and  popular  writing,  McCollun  alerted  a nation  to 
the  poor  quality  of  its  typical  diet. 


This  exhibit  highlights  the 
scientific  achievenents  as 
reflected  in  artifacts, 
photos,  and  writings  of  Dr. 
Elner  Vernon  MCoilun 
(1972-1967),  an  inter- 
nationally proninent  scien- 
tist. 


One  of  his  nany  writings  which  was  entitled  Newer  Knowledge  of  Nutrition  and  was 
first  published  in  1918  beca.ne  a classic  text  appearing  in  several  editions  and 
nany  languages.  Throughout  his  life,  McCollun  reflected  a positive  philosophy  for 
daily  life.  For  McCollun,  "...  the  first  elenent  of  inportance  in  attaining  a 
successful  life  [was]  enthusiasn  for  what  one  does." 

This  traveling  exhibit  provides  a glinpse  into  the  life,  achievenents,  and 
philosophy  of  a successful  scientist.  It  is  offered  through  the  courtesy  of  the
